TO EXPANSION 


Gov. 
J. J. Blaine Gives 


Impartial Survey of Re- 


cent Criticisms 


"Sentiment of the state . legisla- 


lature at present is against the pro- 
posed two year expansion proyraia 
asked by the university, and is in- 
clined to the belief that the present 
buildings and equipment are suffi- 
cient to take care of the increased 


I student enrollment without incon- 
venience." 


Gov. 
John J. Blaine made the a- 


bovc statement last niftht at the uni- 
versity Y.M.C.A. while addressing 
the Fellowship club. The adverse, 
pr.tii-ms which are prevalent to a 
certain degree in the state and 
which have been made in the legis- 
lature- ajrair.st the university were 
also outlined. His talk was an im- 
partial survey of recent criticisms. 


"Legislators strongly feel that the 


demands made by the university ad- 
ministration for improvements for 
1921 - '22, even if tbes<- are found 
necessary should be spread over a 
'onfrer time. Business depression, la- 
bor conditions, and the present ^.-o- 
nomic reasons, they believe, demand 
courtailment of appropriations, the 
governor further stated. 


Because of the lan*e student en- 


rollment and the 1,300 employees

kindergarten education and the ef- 
ficiency of educational institutions 
of state have recently been misre- 
presented state SupL C. P. Gary on 
Friday issued a statement giving 
his views on the subject. Follow- 
ing is Mr. Gary's statement. 


"It is not my custom to reply to 


attacks upon myself no matter how 
false or malicious they 
may 
be. 


There are two statements, however, 
that have been given wide circula- 
tion recently that .are .likely to do 
harm to the cause of education if 
not corrected. One is that I am op- 
posed to kindergartens. This .is ut- 
terly false, as all educators know, 
for I have been a consistent advo- 
cate of them during my whole edu- 
cational career, and am still. I do 
not think it wise for children to be 
sent to the first grade before they 
are six years old. Before that age 
they should be sent to the kinder- 
garten, and kindergartens 
should 


be furnished in all cities. 


"The other is that we as a state 


rank 33rd in efficiency, while we are 
sixth in cost of education among 
;he states. 
This ranking of 33rd 


las nothing to do with educational 
efficiency. 
In that respect on any 
adequate basis of ranking we would 
be at or near the top. 
Our low 
ranking came largely from the fact 
that, according to this same report, 
Wisconsin spent that year on the 
average for each child actually at- 
tending the public 
schools, 
only 


$49.53. There were 32 other states 
that paid more per capita for each 
child attending the public 
school, 


tho highest being 
Montana with 


?103.0S. If the state wishes to pull 
itself up to first rank in such a re- 
port, it can do so fay doubling the 
cost per child. It cannot do it in 
any other way. 
Are these critics 


of the public schools ready to ad- 
vocate the spending of 15 or 20 
million dollars a year more than 
we now spend? 
I have not heard 


them sav so. In fact the contention 
of the critics of the schools of the 
state is to spend less rather than 
more which would lower pur rank- 
ing instead of improving it."

"Financial statistics of cities hav- 


ing a population of 
over 
30,000, 


1919" are soon to be issued says 
Director Sam L. Rogers of the bu- 
reau of the census, department of 
commerce, m a communication to 
the Association of Commerce. 


This report will give detailed data 


in respet to the revenues and ex- 
penditures, the assessments, the tax 
rates and levies, indebtedness and 
assets of the 227 cities in this class. 


The figures show that the cities 


nearly lived within their incomes. 
For the 227 cities taken together, 
the revenues exceeded the payments 
for current expenses and interest 
by $246,903,633, an amount equal 
to more than nine-tenths, of their 
outlay. 
The 'payments for outlays 


or permanent improvements aggre- 
gated .$255,902,754. 


The aggregate revenues of all the 


cities during the year were $1,224,- 
112,714 or $35.32 per capita. The

Illinois Central System Discusses Subject ! 


of Freight Rate Reduction 


There is a ffood deal of discussion at this time, especially in the press about rail- 


way freight rates. Some writers contend that they are too high and constitute 
an impediment to business. Others, having more regard for the necessity of ade- 
quate transportation, and the' increased cost of producing it, consider the present 
level of freight rates reasonable and advocate at least a iair try-out—which tas no, 


ye" ifis admitted that there are inequalities in some of the rates that will have to 
be adjusted, but the basic rate is not too high, at present operating ccsts, il tne lau- 
ways are to be expected to furnish adequate transportation 
The question 01 acc- 


quate transportation is one that is often lost sight of. Without it business cannot be 
carried on successfully.

So eminent an authority as Chairman Edgar E. Clark, of the Interstate Com- 


merce Commission, whose ability and fidelity to the public interest is unquestioned, 
has recently called attention to the narrow margin between railvvf-- revenue and 
operating expenses and fixed charges. In view of existing conditions, it is unfor- 
tunate that there should be an agitation for the lowering of freight rates 
In is car. 


only result in raising false hopes that the rates can be reduced, and perhaps in re- 
tarding the development of business.. If shippers are led to believe the rates can, or 
will, be reduced, they will naturally postpone shipments. 
_ 


Stability of the rates at which the commerce of the country is earned is of the 


utmost importance. 
If freight rates should be manipulated up and down in response 


to every temporary business fluctuation, it would naturally result in more senpus 
business depressions. Railway freight rates must be operative over a period of time 
to insure business stability. 
• 
. 
It is contended by some that a reduction of rates would encourage shipping and 


provide more adequate railway revenue through a greater volume of traffic—that 
the August rate increase created a restriction on business and was a factor in pre- 
cipitating the depression which followed. 
Take cotton, for example. A year ago 


cotton was selling for about 40 cents a pound, while in November, more than two 
months after '.he August increase became effective, the price was about 15 cents. 
The present market price is about 11 cents.If a reduction of 50 per cent were made in 
the freight rate on cotton, it probably would not result in the movement of a bale of 
cotton which will not move at the present rate. 


A study of the situation will show that the August increase in rates had an al- 


most negligible effect upon business. During September and October, and well into 
November, the railways handled a maximum traffic. By the middle of November the 
"buyers' strike." which began early in the summer, was reflected in a general reces- 
sion o" business. 
The public had gone on strike against war prices and was deter- 


mined to force liquidation. 


The pre-war freight rates were not sufficient to attract as much new capital as 


was needed for enlargement and expansion of the railway plant. The cost of labor, 
materials and supplies, in ail probability, will never go back to pre-war levels. They 
ought not to do so entirely. Business should adjust itself to the present level of 
freight rates, at least until net railway operating income, through economical and 
efficient management, rises to a point where'a reduction of freight rates would be 
justified without impairment of service. 


There are few lines of business prospering during this reconstruction period. 


The farmers are not prospering and the great manufacturing industries are not pros- 
pering. They are going through the same readjustment process that the railways 
are going through. The railways are struggling back to normal, and they will suc- 
ceed if they have the support and confidence of the public—if the public is not led 
astray by the unconstructive criticism of those who would like to see them fail.' 


Wholesome criticism is a good thing, b ut wholesome criticism coupled with a 


remedy is a better thing. Any student of the railway question knows that the rail- 
ways, carrying the burdens that have been fastened upon them by war prices and 
government control, cannot function without rates commensurate with their in- 
creased expenses. Since 1917 freight rates in the United States are estimated to 
have increased on the whole about 68 per cent and passenger fares about 45 per cent. 
During the same period railway wages have increased more than 100 per cent, while 
materials and supplies have increased from 100 to 200 per cent, and even more. 


Ultimately, the burdensome costs of producing transportation will be lower. In 


the meantime, the basic freight rate cannot be lowered if the country's transporta- 
tion plant is to function. The public's stake is primarily in having a railway plant at 
all and in keeping it at service pitch. The railway's stake is in earning enough net 
income to maintain itself and attract the necessary capital to improve itself so that 
service can be rendered. 


America is sound to the core; American business principles are sound; and we 


should not be disheartened over conditions. 
However, this is a time when clear 


thinking is needed—a time to stand for the principles that gave to America the 
greatest and most efficient system of railways in the world. Above all, it is not a 
time to lend encouragement to those who are seeking to fasten permanently upon 
the railways the very evils from which they are now struggling to free1 themselves.

«, ENE VIVIANI. sp«ia] envoy of France to President Hard-

ing, will cash'in on America's love of peace and disarma- 


ment, if that can be managed. It was by appealing o our na- 
tive hatred of militarism that America ™»/ronghlJ»£t« 
worM war. 
By dwelling deftly upon the need and blessing of 


disarmament (in principle) M. Viviarri may procure no end of 
additional aid to his plans. 


The former prime mir-ster of France is here on his cwn 


business as well as that of his country, his colleagues and his 
rivals in the government at Paris. His profession is politics and 
'his ambition is to be prime minister again. In ™*J^™ 
a confidential communication has just reached Washington 
which contains the following pertinent passage: 


"Just now disarmament is very much to the fore and of 


course everyone's eyes are turned toward America. As you 
know, the Council is asking all governments that are members 
of the League of Nations to answer before May 1 as to what 
action they propose to take on the recommendation of the As- 
sembly that their total military and naval appropriations for the 
coming fiscal vear shall be a limit beyond which they will not go 
during the following two years. 
(Representing France at Gen- 


eva, M. Vivian! voted against that proposal). 


"You may remember that in the Assembly they could not 


get a unanimous vote on this proposal, and got around it by mak- 
ing it a recommendation instead of a resolution (which must be 
unanimous or nothing). 
France and two other Powers voted 


against it then. 
Now I.am informed there is a strong tendency 


to France to explain away that adverse vote as having been due 
to a misapprehension, and that M. Vivian! himself, especially— 
who cannot be prime minister for some time yet—is meanwhile 
on the lookout to accumulate political capital and is rather pos- 
Sng as the protagonist of disarmament." 


Briefly the status of disarmament within the League of 


Nations is'this: 
At its last session the Assembly proposed that 


an International Office of Arms Control be established, and the 
Council later agreed. This was done pursuant to Article 7 of 
the Covenant, which held that "the manufacture by private en- 
terprise of munitions and implements of war is open to grave 
objection." 
Apart from the League, the other Powers and the 


United States adopted\it St. Germain last September an Arms 
Traffic Agreement, which none of them has ever officially rati- 
fied. There were enormous stocks of munitions to be disposed 
of still at good advantage, and time was allowed for that pur- 
pose. 


In this connection, the confidential report mentioned above 


states: 


"Great Britain. I am informed, is now ready to ratify if the 


United States will do so. In fact, it is proposed now that gen- 
eral ratifications shall be procured, subject to ratification by the 
United States, and thus put the matter up to America. A third 
point is the request made by the Assembly to the Council for a 
temporary commission to prepare in the near future a report 
and proposals for the reduction of armaments. 
This 'mixed 


commission,' 1 learn, will include a certain number of political 
personages who will include Viviani, Fisher, Branting, etc. 
. . 


This body should be in session early in May. 
. . All this 


means bringing the whole crucial matter of the private manu- 
facture of armaments on the tapis." 


Briand, the present French premier, has abandoned both 


the Versailles Treaty and the League of Nations, characterizing 
Ihem publicly as dead. , If Viviani should make a pronounced 
hit in the United States with his disarmament talk it is held he 
might revive some interest in the League and at the same time 
take a trick from the man he hopes to succeed as premier of 
France.
